Lentz said 
this safety project would be 
for a bridge on County 
Road 342 and a bridge on 
County Road 644. He said 
these two bridges currently

Commissioners voted 
unanimously to approve the 
request to initiate the proj- 
ect.

Roger Stone arrested in the ongoing Trump investigation. 
For months we have had regular e-mails from what 
claimed to be Robert Stone. After the first couple, they 
went to the trash bin without even being opened. The two 
that were opened were either defending the president or 
taunting the investigation. The e-mails have probably 
stopped for good, but he now has his own world stage to 
‘do his thing’. 

Monday our office received an e-mail from the U.S. 
Customs and Border Protection folks. The message was 
that their office was back in operation, doing the job they 
were hired to do and available to answer any questions the 
newspaper might have. Several wise cracks came to mind, 
but the lady was serious, had missed two pay checks, etc., 
and thus she didn’t receive any of that nonsense from this 
corner of the world. Hopefully this is not just a short 
reprieve from the government shutdown and everyone can 
find some other subject to use in the continuing political 
debates that are dominating America. 


The number of homeless people in Elba appears to be 
increasing, or maybe they are just more noticeable. 
Regardless, this area is not immune to the question of 
‘how to solve this problem’. The noticeable increase on 
the streets of Elba seems to be younger people and/or cou- 
ples. The local police are far more aware of this than us 
average citizens and comment about the various places 
they find to sleep. Join the local increases with the results 
of a national study done by some experts, led by the 
University of Pennsylvania, on elderly homeless and it 
gets scary. The college trained experts predict that the 
number of elderly homeless people will likely almost 
triple by 2030, from 40,000 to 106,000 in just that short 
span. They note the situation is dire but things could be 
improved. “We can either just maintain people who are in 
poor health and in a state of homelessness, with crowded 
emergency rooms, hospitals and nursing homes, or we 
could use the money to provide proper housing.” 
Eyeballing a homeless person spurs us to ‘do something’ 
for this individual. However this is a bit embarrassing to 
admit but taking a distracted look at the national issue of 
homelessness in general raises that age-old emotion of 
expecting folks to fend for themselves and not depend on 
charity. The latter is not a good Christian answer to have 
and we continue to work on a change in attitude. Our read- 
ers are encouraged to please do the same. Civilized socie- 
ty can not rightly do any less. 


The U. S. Acting Attorney General predicts that the long 
running Russian investigation is ‘close to being complet- 
ed.”

Can the government 


| lower the price of prescrip- 


tion drugs? The effects of 
price ceilings provide a 
cautionary warning, even 
though price controls 
appear to work in other 
countries. Unfettered com- 
petition generally provides 
a more effective way to 
keep prices in line with 
costs. 

Several government 
efforts seek to lower drug 
prices. The Trump 
Administration has pro- 
posed basing Medicare Part 
B prices on international 
prices. The Department of 
Health and Human Services 
found that the U.S. had the 
highest average price for 27 
drugs, almost double the 
international average. Forty 
six states are suing 15 
generic drug makers for 
price fixing. Senator 
Elizabeth Warren wants the 
Federal government to 
manufacture generic drugs 
to eliminate profit-seeking. 

Price ceilings demon- 
strate government’s rather 
limited ability to reduce 
prices and ensure adequate 
supplies. A price ceiling is a 
legal maximum price for a 
good. For instance, a law 
might set a maximum price 
for gasoline at say $2 a gal- 
lon and prosecute anyone 
selling for more. Would this 
ensure drivers reasonably 
priced gas? 

Not really. Market trans- 
actions require a willing 
buyer and seller. 
Businesses aren’t charities 
and will not operate at a 
loss. While occasionally 
businesses sell at a loss, 
they must normally expect 
to cover costs. 

A price ceiling does not 
require any firm to sell. If 
the wholesale price of gaso- 
line were $2.50, a station 
facing a $2 price ceiling 
will shut down. Price ceil- 
ings set below the market 
price produce shortages, 
meaning that some con- 
sumers will go without. 

Price ceilings have long 
been popular with emperors 
and legislatures, as Forty

~ Controlling the Price of Drugs ~

Centuries of Wage and 
Price Controls details. 
Price controls were includ- 
ed in ancient Babylon’s 
Code of Hammurabi and 
contributed to the suffering 
of George Washington’s 
army at Valley Forge. A 
lower legal price appears to 
benefit consumers but does 
not make the good avail- 
able. 

Pharmaceutical compa- 
nies charge more than 
$10,000 a month for some 
cancer drugs. To the extent 
that such prices reflect 
costs of research, develop- 
ment and manufacture, set- 
ting a $5,000 legal maxi- 
mum price will reduce the 
quantity of drugs available. 
A shortage of life-saving 
drugs costs lives. 

The development and 
approval process accounts 
for much of the cost of 
drugs. According to Tufts 
University’s Center for the 
Study of Drug 
Development, the develop- 
ment costs for drugs that 
reach the market are $2.6 
billion. The cost of manu- 
facturing many drugs is 
often low. Price controls 
may not prevent sales of 
already developed drugs, 
but rather reduce develop- 


ment of new drugs. 

If price controls are gen- 
erally ineffective, why do 
other countries pay less for 
prescription drugs than we 
do? Restrictions on impor- 
tation allow the same drug 
to sell at different prices in 
different countries. If a 
company sells at a price 
covering most of the devel- 
opment cost on the US. 
market, it could accept a 
lower price in Europe. This 
makes price ceilings appear 
effective. Yet someone 
must pay for development 
costs. If we match other 
nations’ low prices, we may 
not have future wonder 
drugs. 

Instead of resorting to 
price controls or litigation, 
I think we should try more 
competition. Let’s let phar- 
maceutical companies 
undercut each  other’s 
Prices in the pursuit of prof- 
it. 

Two sets of policies cur- 
rently limit competition. 
One is patents for medi- 
cines. Patents grant inven- 
tors a temporary monopoly 
to allow them to earn back 
the costs of research and 
development. The second is 
the Food and Drug 
Administration’s (FDA) 


approval, which requires 
demonstration of a new 
drug’s safety and effective- 
ness. Limiting competition 
facilitates price fixing as 
well. 

Limited competition in 
generic drugs, whose 
patents have expired, illus- 
trates the vulnerability of 
government rules to manip- 
ulation for profit. Generic 
drugs copy successful 
drugs and are clearly safe 
and effective, yet the FDA’s 
approval process limits the 
number of producers. 
Smart and greedy compa- 
nies profit by manipulating 
the rules, like finding 
generics without approved 
alternative producers and 
raising the price. 

More government regu- 
lation will not end the prof- 
itable manipulation of gov- 
ernment rules, it will only 
create more rules to manip- 
ulate. Streamlining the 
patent and drug approval 
processes offers a better 
path to a steady supply of 
reasonably priced pharma- 
ceuticals.

Enterprise-born authors write book 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — 
Rick Bragg’s foreword 
sums it up: 


“As soon as I read this, I 
knew I was home. I was 
reading about the South, 
not in people who write 
about it when they see it, 
but when they feel it and 
know it, as our fathers and 
mothers and grandmothers 
and grandfathers lived it, in 
fields and fields of glory, in 
classrooms and in court- 
rooms. This book is about 
the people who worked for 
what they had, loved their 
children, and lived and died 
on an in-and-out jump shot, 
because their boy was on 
the court at the time.” 

Dick Mullins, 78, and Ed 
Mullins, 82, grew up in 
Enterprise and attended 
Enterprise schools and the 
First Methodist Church. 
They rarely missed a 
church service and played 
on every sports team 
Enterprise offered, then 
went off to college, Dick to 
Auburn, Ed to Alabama. 

Dick became an engineer 
and later a lawyer, Ed a 
journalist and then an edu- 
cator: Along! the ‘way, éach 
married, had children and 
grandchildren, but never 
forgot their roots and often 
talked about doing a book 
about their growing-up 
experiences, their work, the 


opinions they formed and 
the people they influenced 
and were influenced by. 

This book draws not only 
on their professional lives, 
but also on their experi- 
ences attending school, 
working in cotton and 
peanut fields, barns and 
roads around Enterprise 
(their grandfather was a 
farmer and their father the 
county engineer and a con- 
tractor). School and church 
were important but playing 
some form of ball their pas- 
sion. They could usually be 
found on some ball field or 
gymnasium that was open, 
and a few that were not but 
somehow they managed to 
get into. 

The chapter and story 
titles provide a taste of the 
content. Some stories are 
side-splitting funny 
(Chapter 2, Red Neck 
Stories). Others are 
poignant (Chapter 3, Small 
Towns), or philosophical 
(Chapter 4, Sports, Dogs 
and Friendships, as well as 
the Introduction and 
Postscript). Chapter 1 
(Southern Experience) is a 
mixture of all three types.

2019 Alabama Waterfowl Stamp art contest now open 


The Alabama Division of 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries (WFF) is now 
accepting entries for the 
2019 Alabama Waterfowl 
Stamp art contest.

Entries 
must be postmarked no 
later than March 1, 2019. 

Judging criteria will 
emphasize uncluttered 
design suitable for printing 
as a stamp, anatomical 
accuracy of the illustrated 
species, and artistic render- 
ing. Close attention must be 
given to tone and detail, 
since those aspects are pre- 
requisites for printing art- 
work as a stamp.

Special youth waterfowl hunting day set for Feb. 2nd 


The Alabama Division 
of Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) has designated 
Saturday, February 2, 
2019, as the second of the 
2018-19 hunting season’s 
Special Youth Waterfowl 
Hunting Days. On that 
day, youth under age 16 
may hunt for waterfowl 
statewide when accompa- 
nied by a licensed adult 
hunter. Regular waterfowl 
season shooting hours, 
bag limits, legal arms and 
ammunitions apply to the 
special days. Hunting area 


rules and regulations also 
apply. 

To participate in the hunt, 
individuals must be accom- 
panied by an adult supervi- 
sor. The adult supervisor, 
who may not hunt, must 
remain within arm’s length 
of the youth at all times. 

Youth is defined as an 
individual age 15 years 
and younger. Adult is 
defined as an individual 
age 21 years and older, or 
as the parent of the youth, 
The adult must have a 
state hunting license, state 
and federal waterfowl 


stamp, and a free harvest 
information program reg- 
istration. 

Only one firearm will 
be allowed per youth, and 
only the youth hunters 
will be permitted to utilize 
the firearm for hunting.

Let’s stop unwanted telemarketing calls

"Sarah, can you get me 
Floyd at the barbershop?" 
Such a request was typical 
of phone service in 

the 1950's and prior, not 
only for The Andy Griffith 
Show's mythical Town of 
Mayberry, but in communi- 
ties throughout America. 
That was when operators 
used to manually connect 
callers 

with wires and a switch- 
board. 

Now technology allows 
phone service over the 
internet, and cell phones 
have, in many cases, 

become the device of 
choice for consumers. 

The evolution of tele- 
phone technology has ben- 
efitted society, but unfortu- 
nately, it has given rise to 
the unscrupulous who mis- 
use digital technology to 
invade the privacy of tele- 
phone customers. 

As a result, the Federal 
Trade Commission estab- 
lished the National Do Not 
Call list in 2003, and 

most states, including 
Alabama, merged their 
own Do Not Call lists into 
the national list. 

The Do Not Call list con- 
tinually changes with new 
registrants added daily. Its 
effectiveness 

relies upon telemarketers 
frequently updating their 
lists. The Do Not Call list 
may limit some 

telemarketer calls, but it 
is not the solution most 
hoped it would be. 

Initially, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission (FCC) handed 
down fines to telemar- 
keters 

when they identified 
abusers through caller ID 
information. These fines 
encouraged companies to 
comply. However, we now 
have an ever-increasing 


number of unwanted tele- 
marketing calls, and it is 
apparent that many are bla- 
tantly ignoring the 
National Do Not Call list. 
The violators often 
employ a e 
technology 
called spoof- 
ing. This is

Spoofing makes it 

extremely difficult for 
regulators and enforcement 
entities to identify abusive 
telemarketers and 

fine them. 

Call blocking appears to 
be the path the FCC and 
state attorneys general are 
pursuing for limiting tele- 
marketing calls. In 
November 2017, the FCC 
released an order authoriz- 
ing 

telecommunication carri- 
ers to adopt advanced call 
blocking technology for 
combating unwanted 

telemarketing calls. The 
FCC order makes adoption 
of advanced call blocking 
technology 

voluntary for telecom- 
munications providers. 

Hopefully, Congress and 
the Alabama Legislature 
will consider legislation 
that ensures all 

telephone carriers adopt 
advanced call blocking 
technology for their cus- 
tomers. Federal and or 
state legislation should also 
include a component to 


and state regulators, law 
enforcement and telecom- 
munications providers to 
collectively identify and 
penalize unscrupulous tele- 
marketers. 

The FCC should also 
revisit the Do Not Call list. 
The list, as it now exists, is 
ineffective. The 

FCC needs to either 
strengthen the Do Not Call 
list compliance or develop 
an entirely new 

approach to solve the 
problem. 

My pledge as President 
of your Alabama Public 
Service Commission is that 
I will exhaust every effort 
in pursuit of such measures 
at the state and federal lev- 
els.
